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The Editor desires to state that it is v/ith deep regret but not without hose very 
great thought and consideration he has at last felt it necessary to bring to a. 
close his work as Editor and Publisher *f this magazine which has. been reaching 
UFO readers around the world iff or many years eaither under its present nano or 
that previously known and which he initially started producing a magazine for 
his society and UFO students. Then known as The AUSTRALIAN SAUCER RECORD. 


The latter magazine reached to Vol9* no 6 and wore quarterly produced, and then 
it was felt necessary to change its name and enlarge the issues, and so PANORAMA 
came into existance and has been going up this these last two double issue copies 
Volume Ten Number 5 & 6. 


Throughout the publication of both magazines except in the beginning, the whole 
of the work regretablc feel onto the shou'.ders of the Editor and despite many 
appeals for assistance very little.help was forthcoming. Hence more and more he 
felt the burdon as his age increased and his health deteriorated. 

The greatest concern to him 'was. the fact of the lack so often of an excellent 
typist to do tee stencils as he himself is not even a good one as must be and 
has been very apparent to his readers over the years, and again and again this 
caused him great concern from the prestige side of the Magazine, but so. many 
would say they appreciated the " meat" in the wrapping and not the folder or its 
makeup, that he wa3 encouraged to go bn again and agin, 


However tow years.ago ha came to a definate decision that he would resign from 
the Presidency of the Crganistaion which he headed, and then slowly wind up tke 
affairs of the Magazine as soonae possible after. 

Unfortunately ho aim was frustrated by the newly appointed President who t*ok 
over only being able to last about three months or more and he had to resign, be¬ 
cause of various difficulties. This threw the onus back on the Editor again. 

But at the end of 1970 he.made a final stand- in which he had to make an ultimatum 
to the society that he would havo to resign end that if no v one was avail '.bio 
then the Scoiety would have to make some other form of running its affairs or 
close dovm. After much consideration the Society with a very small committoo 
decided to carry on. and are still doing so. Memberships to them have boon paid 
and they in turn have paid tho Editor for magazines which members were entitled to 
as such via. 6 per year. ,i * ‘ 

This has left such members in some cases still credited with a number of maga¬ 
zines which will be paid hack to then in value, pro rata. Qthors who have fiivr 
ishod their subs will have to contact the Secretary of the Society ro ruiy further 
issues of magazines.

As I move amongst a-large number of UFO "bolivars, most who are members f vari-j 
Groups and. keen students, others who attend such groups but are n*t ; actual Enam. 
bers but ardent students iev.ertkeless, I am amazed at the great amount of trust 
most of those folk place in the fact that because a man or person is a scien¬ 
tist , his findings are more reliable than those discovered by soma one whchad 
seme practical experience. 

Now one does not have to rove through historical pages to quote the immense 
number of cases in which someone has discovered something by some practical ex¬ 
perience or even, accident, and been highly ridiculed by the scientific, school 
of though of his day. later many years perhaps after his death only to lie cred¬ 
ited bya later scinetific school that he was right . 

Any branch of science is only correct in so far as its text books are correct 
and when it is discovered that its text book need correcting and briging up to 
date as the last century has shown ospeci?.Ily in medicine and astronomy as well 
as many other branches, it has to be adrdttod that in all honesty Science is 
only the TRUTH as far is as known, but NOT. INFALLIBILTY . and I think any

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MAGNETIC MEANDERINGS IN THE OCCULT.

Although there axe many parralells of UFO and the occult phenoemna, very little 
research has been made into these similarities. Why this should be so is a 
matter of conjecture. 

Whether it is a confirmation of the teories put forward by Keel and others, that 
we axe being misled, is anyone guess. 

It must be quite obvious that this particular field should be investigated 
ONLY by very experienced researchers into occult phenomena. To anyone with, 
a smattering of the occult knowledge the reasons are obvious, because inexper¬ 
ienced investigators are wide open to psychological harm • THIS CANNOT BE 
EMPHASIZED TOC MUCH l If you are ever confronted with a report of this typo 
, you would be well advised to do nothing about it yourselff but hand it on 
to an expert in occult research . 

Tolist some of the para llelsj common to both fields. ' 

1. UNPLEASANT ODIURS.- Encountered at UFO landing sites and contacts, 

and also met witfr in poltergeist phenomena. 

2. DISLIKE CF LIGHT .-- Some UFOs take avoiding action when beams,of 

light axe directed at them . and seance rooms are notorious fot their 
dimly lit rooms , as bright lights are anathema to seances. 

3» PHYSICAL EFFECTS ON HUMANS —-Prickling of the scalp and body , and 

inability to move are common to both phenomena. 

4. PSYCHIC PHOTOS -Show Globes of light and shadowing figures similar 
to many claimed UFG sightings. 

5. BUZZING AND HUMMING NOISES-In the occult are thought to be an in¬ 

dication of the presence of a higher intelligence. These sounds are 
very common also in reported UFQ sightings . 

6 . E.S.P. PHENOMA.-Especially Telekinesis, Telepathy , Teleportation 

and Levitation . axe also common in both fields. 

7/ NOISTS. « Loud bangs and knockings from no apparent source, are also 

common to both fields. 

This list is merely an outlino of phenoemna common to both fields, but there 
are many others. 

When involved with unusual phenomena , especially of an apparent occult nature 
, it is most important NOT TO PANIC. .. DO NOT continue the investigation 
seek expert help. Do NOT open your mind to tho influences, it could be 
malign 5 and results could be very very dangerous , above all, if you find 
you cannot cope with events , get out very quickly and seek competent help. 

From the foregoing it will be readily seen that many reported sightings ar© 
of a psychological nature , but still remaining is a hard core of reported 
visual a radar sightings of solid physical pbjeots. 

Visual sensation can be produced however . by using means other than light, but 
still a part of that big lectro-magnetic spectrum ? that is by means of ex¬ 
posure to strong magnetic fielcis. Man is an electro- magnetic organism ., 
and therefor must show some effect cf exposure to. strong magnetic fields. 

Russisn experiements have shown .that exposure of ohe human central nervous 
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system to the effects of alternating magnetic fi-lodi has had , a diroct action 
on the brain- , at the same time efforts .Were mado.t o effect thought processes 
by exposing the brain to.magnetic fields of- vary!hg strengths. 

The implantation of electrodes into the thalamus stimulates the. the production 
of serotonin in the . brain . This complex amine controls..that, part of the brain 
concerned with wakefylness, the regulations of blood pressure, and temperature. 
Surely this must he very significant to all serious UFO researchers. 

A similar effect could thus obviously be produced] by exposure to magnetic fields 
which therfcr would effect all functions of the human organism . *'rom many re¬ 
ports. we knew that UFOs demoastated very strongly fluctuating magnetic fields 
and the effect that this has on the lectrical system's of oars and planes. 

It si thought that these magnetic fields are.concerned with.UFOs method of pro¬ 
pulsion , as magnetic fields are used by physicists to control a beam. of electrons 
in .a. cyclotron , it has been postulated that UFOs could udo this magentic- field 
concettttratsd into a beam' similar.to a laser, for use as a weapon . 

It has been shown that these strong magnetic fields can effect the' human central 
nervous system ; and similarly the optic nerve can be stimulated without actual 
light effecting the' eye. 

There have been recorded cases where UFOs were' sensed through walls and ceilings 
This is n#t as far fetched as it may seem , bodaaso , there are numerous /bases; 
of people being able to detect radar wav s* For s&paraple, I know of at least‘two 
people who are affected by electronic devices used in. safeguard paintings in pur 
own Art Gallery .. ' - f k . 

Also, I know, of a person who experienced what could only be called a visitation^ 
which combined spy oral of the phenoemcna mentioned eulier. "B.. fore this experience 
the subjeetpossessod telepathic ability 'to,, a minor degree. The subject is a stable 
normal person of above average intelligence. , - •» 

The subject woke at.J, a.m. to find the bedroom brilliantly lit and saw ^.globe 
about a foot in hiambter- , of intensely bright light. It moved around tho' room 
emitting and bussing soundand smell much like Sulphurat ad hydrogen,. The -’subject 
was literally’scaredstiff. Ufhen the subject screamed the light contraotbd^and 
disappeared. For days afterword the subject orberibheed intense .headaches in 
the fr.ontal sinus area and the eyonfelt as if an eleluLant had kicked them. 

After c oneidering the .'experience in the brad light of day. the subject .’had 
the impression that, the globe was intelligent, it oxudpd a sensei qf power. 'end- 
while meaning no; harm . was seeking someone. Since this experience f there has 
been a marked increase in, the telepathic ability of -the subject, ability to sum 
up character -and boceme expremly sensitive to atmosphere and any house- eiiteru.d. , 
thta is. — whether a happy one 'or not. Tho subject is- of the opinionthc dien- 
omenawas of a defiante el ectro-magnetic nature. 

Without breaking confidence , however I can stat o \ith csrtainty : that there is a 
definite UFO link with, this experience, but I can bey no more tiian'that. 

It is therefor obvious from the fpregoing it must ho reasonable an assumption 
that electro-magnetic fileds are also common to both occult and UFO phenomena, 
and that if the UFO enigma is ever solved , it will borne from rsseaprh in tho 
field of elcetro- magnetism .

What worried me , is, are they trying to make him sick so that they will have, 
grounds? I want him OUT for sure nov/l But I don’t' want him to be a nervous 
wreckfrom talcing drugs. He was always normal , healthy boy. I would-like him 
to be able to return to his education, because he wanted to study ' space en¬ 
gineering’ or research. Also , lie tells mo that ho.hasn't ^een any . of his 
gear or personal belongings scnce he was on the Wasp. 

I think it is a shame that our boys are treated in'this v/ay .

This great man who was Snr. Physicist at last-. Atmospheric Physics, and Prof, 
in Dept. Meteorology . Uni. Of Arizona. Died this year. Late in his forties 
leaving a wife and five children . 

He exposed when in Australia The C.I.A. had in 195.3 given in*-tructions that 
UFOs were to be debunked ” . 

In the June issue of NICAP’S Newsletter, they gave this report on his death . 

"On June 13th 1971, Trr. James.E. Me Ronald, took hiys own life at Tucson, Ari¬ 
zona. His deathfoliowed a three month period of sever mental despressicn akd 
and unsuccessful attempt at suicide on April 9th that left him blind in both 
eyes. The cause of his depression is not knoy/n , but it is belived to relate 
to personal problems, not to his professional or public life. Dr . McDonald 
was a physicist at the University of Arizona, a member of the National Academy 
of Sciences and a loading advicste of continued scientific investigation of Ul’Os. 
Hisistudies of the UFO problem had earned him international recognition as an 
authority on the subject, and his vritings had made a major contribution to 
serious UFO literature. Although his stand on the UFO question and" on such ci¬ 
ther controversial issues as the J .S.S.T. ( SUPER SONIC TRANSPORT ) ha.d brought 
him criticism frem politicians , scientific colleagues, and the press's, ( he was 
acknowledged even by his critics to be ahighly c mp’etent scientist and a man 
of remarkable energy and determination. At the time of his death, he was roe 
covering at the Tucsoil hospital from the initial suicide attempt. His body v/as 
discovered in a de 3 ert area outside the city with a .38 revolver beside it. "

1—1—2—3—5—8—13—21—34- 

The more you look around you, the more you viil find which seem ccnstrcutod on 
this sequence, first discovered in the 13th coktury by Italian Mathennatician 
Leonardo Fibonacci. 

Toady, after centuries of neglect . The Fibonacci'numbers are being closely ex¬ 
amined by mathematicians, and scientists who are beginning to wonder whether 
there could be any connection bet v eon the numbers and the working of the 
univ ers e. 

There is even an American Fibonacci Association which nans a quarterly magazine 
and organs!es lectures on Fibonacci. s's lifoand work. Ironically enough, the 
numbers which arc causing so much excitement now were not considered by Fiboacci 
himself to be as.very important . 

He fqrst mentioned the sequence in abook published in 1202 and, after that, they 
were largely forgotten by all but the most dedicated mathematicians . Fibonacci 
used the numbers in his book to solve a hypothetical problem about the multi¬ 
plication of rabbits.

After a month a now pair , the new pairs of rabbits do the same . How manypair3 
will there be at the end of thn year . .? 

Th get the answer . Fibonacci used the sequence 1-1-2-3-5-13-21-34. • • •• end 
so *n . Each number that fellows the first 1 consists of the sum of the two 
previous nu bers. There are of course many similar simple sequences. So what?

Research has 3hown • that for semo rease *i the Fibonacci numbers pervade almost 
everything in civilzation and id nature . For instance , the metre of the worlds 
classic poetryusos the sequence* Evens the tiles which pattern the Graek and 
Roem ruins are liad out according to Fibon cci'c system . 

And studies carried out by mathematician Vomer A egg at t, Editor of the Fibonacci 
magazine, have shewn that the ratio behween any of the two karge numbers is 
1,6l8. the same as .the ratio between the sides of the Golden Ro6t,jjgilieyd byad'ch- 
itects to produce effects which are most pleasing to the eye. 

Kfven the hard -headed -world of finance . Fibonacci seems to rule. A sto.dyof 
the rise and fall of the stock markets shewed that there was a reconisable Fib¬ 
onacci sequence. Race-goers too . claim th/.y have fibonacci to thank for sev¬ 
eral bumper wires— they wait for a winner, note hin number, and in future racor. 
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back horses whose numbers correspond, to the rest of the sequence. 

In science, the ratio of components of molecules has been found requontly to 
match up to Fibonacci numbers. And in space , clusters of stars in distant galax¬ 
ies often appear to be grouped according to Fibonacci as well - His influence 

is even felt in Music . The piano actavo has eight white keys , five black keys 
and 13 keys altogether ' says Hoggatt . " Those are all Fibonacci numbers. 

But it is in Nature that the numbers seem to have most sway . 

Brother Alfred Brouseau, a Catholic monk whi is a founder-member of the Fibon¬ 
acci Association , recently took 40 ,athematics teachers on a nature walk lookintg 
at the construction of pine cones and. noting the brach constructions of trees. 

Eventua lly they had to agree with him that 'Fibonacci is everywhere ' .. 

The ratio of male to female bees is pure Fibonacci, says Brother Brouseau. 

So is the number of spiral formations seen on m ny sunflowers. 

He says . " The pattern of manybranching trees , the position of the leaves on 
the branches, and the petal formation of many flowers ara also described by 
numbers in the Fibonacci series. 

Brother Brouseau still has an open mind about tho true significance of thonum- 
bers. Once they learn about the sequence people tend to find an aesthetic satis¬ 
faction in it. 

Others think there's some kind of mystical connection between these numbers and 
tho Universe ' Some Fibonacci devotees urge that tho numbers should be used in 
science and in teaching . 

Already Fibonacci members of tho Association arc touring schools and colleges 
lecturing on the sequences, and there have been lengthy articles in many learned 
scientific journals. 

Is therB really any connection between a set of numbers and the meaning ofLife? 
Bid Leonardo Fibonacci, living in obscurity in Pisa 700 years agok nowsoraothing 
that modern manwith his space craft and computers stillhas to learn ....? 

By the way tho answer to the rabbit problem is 377 pairs a year .

3hich others did not know or understand . Tesla, and his many inventions and 
vast khowlydge much of which was deliberately dcstryed. 

Also the Czexhoslovakian Edward Leeiskalnin. and how he built his Coral Castle 
moving huge stone of great tonnage wit. primitive equipment , or so it soeme. 

He claimed he had the knowledge used by those who built the Great Pyramid and at 
least he demostrated he could do what they did. hut How he never revealed.

" Harmonic 695 • but this proposes a new thought in that Cathies mathmutics use 
a different set of numbers, it will ho interesting to find out what ho thinks 
of the Fibonacci set cs sequences.
